TO  the  Chairman  and  Member*  nf  the  Town  Urban  .District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Enid  Richards  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  3*1  st  December,  1958. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  showed 
an  increase  of  twenty,  a welcome  reversal  of  the  .rend  of  previ 

years . 

The  number  of  live  births  was  seven  fewer  in  the  year  unde 
consideration!  and  there  was  a decrease  in  the  infantile  mortally 
from  2 to  1. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  increased  by  3 over  the  previous 
years  total. 

Deaths  from  cancer  were  three  fewer  and  of  these  none  were 
caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung,  but  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cancer  of  the  stomach  (from  4 o 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for 
more  than  half  of  the  total  deaths. 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  (non-pulmonary)  during^ 
the  year,  but  the  number  of  new  notifications  of  Pu-mo  M ti 
decreased  from  3 to  2.  Once  again  there  were  no  new  notifications 
of  iTon-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

No  new  notifications  of  other  infectious  diseases  were 
received  during  the  year.

Generally  the  standard  of  Hood  Hygiene  and  food  handling 
remains  goodfbut  supervision  and  advice  have  to  be  continued. 


Work  was  commenced  on  the  Towyn  Sewerage  Scheme,  and 
this  should  obviate  an  old  standing  problem  in  that  area. 
Pollution  of  beaches  generally  is  a cause  of  concern  at 
the  moment  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  work  at  Aberdovey 
will  be  commenced  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

Aberdovey  and  Towyn 

The  supply  of  water  to  these  communities  has  been  / " 
satisfactorily  maintained  throughout  the  year.  During  the 
neak  period  of  the  holiday  season,  it  became  necessary  to 
supplement  the  gravity  supply  from  the  Braich-y-rhiw  source  _ 
by  pumping  from  Afon  Fathew.  The  latter  source  was  suffi  i no 
to  maintain  the  supply  and  provide  ad. equate  ‘;°^|nsatlon  water 
riparian  owners.  Regular  sampling  has  proved  the  quality 
Sf  the  to^ be  of  an  excellent  standard.  The  average 

daily  consumption  -gas  267,000  gallons  with  a peak  day  on  August 
3rd  when  525,000  gallons  were  consumed. 

Bryncrug 

The  village  of  Bryncrug  has  now  been  connected  to  the  main 
sun pi v from  the  Pen-y-Bont  treatment  works  with  a resulting 
improvement,  both  i/the  guality  of  the 

pressure  in  the  mains.  In  previous  years,  the  maintenance  ot  tno 
supply  to  Bryncrug  was  always  a difficult  matter,  particu  a y 
after  a long  dry  period, 

Cwrt 

The  bulk  supply  from  Pennal  has  again  been  maintained  ^ 

satisfactorily  throughout  the  year  and  ^^consumption  was 

has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  average  daily  consumption  was 

1,645  gallons. 

Intensive  waste  detection  has  been  carried  out  in  the  area 

during  the  year  resulting  in  the  elimination  of  a c ttirRS 
amount  of  wastage  due  to  defective  mains,  services  and  fittings. 

Another  three  farms  were  provided  with  a piped  water  supply 
during  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Aberdovey 

Crude  sewage  still  continues  to  be  discharged  at  high  tide 
from  the  wharf  storage  tanks  into  the  Dovey  Estuary.  Pollution 
of  the  beaches  results  from  time  to  time,  and  gives  rise  to 
much  concern.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  Council’s  proposed 
sewage  disposal  scheme  will  commence  in  the  very  near  future. 

Bryncrug 

The  sewage  pumping  station  and  disposal  works  serving  this 
village  have  been  operating  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 

Towyn 


The  new  sewerage  scheme  for  this  town  has  progressed 
satisfactorily  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  duplication  of  the 
sewers,  the  construction  of  storm  overflows  and  the  new  sea 
outfall  have  been  completed.  The  pumping  plant  has  been  installed, 
and  the  electricity  supply  laid  on  to  che  new  pumping  station. 

Wo  cases  of  flooding  occurred  in  the  town  during  the  year 
since  the  new  storm  overflows  have  been  in  operation.  The  fact 
that  very  severe  storms  were  not  experienced  also  helped  to 
account  for  the  successful  disposal  of  all  surface  water  without 
causing  any  of  the  annual  flooding  experienced  in  previous  years. 

Three  farms  were  provided  with  new  drainage  and  septic  tank 
installations  during  the  year. 

I am  happy  to  report  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  the  Council 
is  giving  consideration  to  a new  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Cwrt,  where  at  present,  night  soil  is  collected  with  household 
refuse . 
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\ Drainage  Inspections 

29  tests  were  carried  out  on  new  drainage  systems  and 
11  on  existing  drains* 

PUBLIC  CLEANS INC 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  for  the  whole  district 
was  again  undertaken  by  Contractors*  Collections  were  made 
twice  weekly  at  Aberdovey  and  Towyn,  once  weekly  at  Bryncrug 
and  Cwrt  and  once  a fortnight  at  Abertafol*  In  December, 
however  the  Council  resolved  to  undertake,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  present  contract  on  31 st  March,  1959,  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house  refuse  in  Aberdovey,  Bryncrug  and  Towyn 
by  means  of  its  own  service.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  at 
the  time  of  writing,  this  service  is  functioning  very 
satisfactorily  and  that  the  collection  and  disposal  of  trade 
refuse  has  now  been  included  in  the  service. 

A modified  system  of  controlled  tipping  is  in  operation 
on  the  Council’s  two  refuse  depositories.  Suitable  material 
for  covering  the  tip  surfaces  is  still  in  short  supply  but 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  sites  in  a tidy 
condition.  Regular  treatments  were  carried  out  to  keep  the 
tips  free  from  rat  and  fly  infestations.

Regular  treatments  were  again  carried  out  on  the  Council’s  two 
refuse  depositories.  In  addition  the  Aberdovey  and  Towyn  sewers  were 
twice  treated  during  the  year. 


Public  Conveniences 

The  eight  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  well 
maintained  in  a clean  condition  throughout  the  year.  The  work  of 
maintenance,  however,  was  mode  difficult,  especially  during  the 
peak  season,  by  the  nir.ac'S  of  th^so  cervices  when  fouling  of 
comportments  and  fittings  and  blocked  drains  frequently  occurred, 
One  feels  that  with  the  increasing  number  of  visitors  to  this 
District  there  is  much  need  for  additional  toilet  facilities, 
particularly  in  the  Towyn  beach  area. 
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Camping;  and  Caravan  Sites 


Conditions  generally  at  the  eight  established  caravan 
sites  in  the  district  were  reasonably  satisfactory  although 
during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  early  August  some  of  the 
sites  were  slightly  overcrowded.  A number  of  unauthorised 
sites,  too,  were  again  used  for  camping  but  no  serious 
nuisances  occurred.  This  form  of  holiday  appears  to  be 
increasingly  popular  in  this  area  and  one  feels  that  the 
overcrowding  and  general  condition  of  sites  might  be  improved 
if  applicants  for  new  sites  were  more  favourably  considered 
by  the  Local  Planning  Authority.  This  would  give  rise  to 
greater  competition  amongst  licensed  site  proprietors  to  the 
benefit  of  the  caravanner. 

Hill  Farming  and  Livestock  Rearing  Acts 

Repairs  and  improvements  were  effected  to  three  farm 
dwellings  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts.  The  works

It  is  most  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  lesions 
of  Tuberculosis  found  in  any  cattle  or  cows  slaughtered  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  pigs  affected  with  this  disease 
remained  low  though  there  was  a slight  percentage  increase 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  (1.25$  and  o.54$  respectively). 

The  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  disease  other 
than  Tuberculosis  shows  a continued  downward  trend.  The  presence 
of  parasites  particularly  the  liver  fluke,  is  once  again  the 
primary  cause  of  condemnation  in  cattle  and  sheep. 

No  coses  of  cystercerci  were  found  during  the  year. 
Slaughterhouse  Control  and  Meat  Transport 

The  existing  slaughterhouse,  owned  by  the  Towyn  Wholesale 
Meat  Co. Ltd.  continues  to  provide  adequate  facilities  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  all  the  local  retail  butchers.  There  were, 
therefore,  no  applications  received  during  the  year  for  licences 
in  respect  of  new  private  slaughterhouses.  ! 

The  general  conditions  at  this  slaughterhouse  have  been 
very  satisfactorily  maintained  and  the  standars  of  hygiene 
extremely  good. 

The  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  have  again 
been  complied  with  in  every  respect.  A11  meat  has  been  inspected 
prior  to  sale  for  human  consumption  and  it  was  of  exceptionally 
good  quality  throughout  the  year.  Every  precaution  has  been 
taken  to  ensure  that  no  meat  or  offal  was  soiled  or  contaminated 
whilst  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  the  retail  shops.

In  addition  eleven  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli*  All  results  were 
negative . 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  60  samples  submitted  for 
examination  only  one  foiled  to  conform  to  the  prescribed  standard. 

In  this  case  details  of  the  adverse  report  was  forwarded  to  the 
County  Milk  production  Officer  for  investigation  and  appropriate 
action.  Later  repeat  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Ice-cream 

There  are  27  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream,  two  applications  having  been  approved  during  the  year. 
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The  Scale  of  ice-cream  was  discontinued  from  one  premises.  % 

All  vendors  sell  a wrapped  or  prepacked  product.  The 
standard  of  hygiene  generally  at  these  premises  was  found 
to  be  good. 

15  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analysis.  All  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  and  placed  in 
Grade  I,  In  addition  5 samples  of  ice-lollies  were  submitted 
for  examination.  They  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
there  being  no  coliform  bacilli  present  in  any  of  the  samples. 

Food  Hygiene 

There  was  again  little  change  in  the  number  of  food  premises 
in  the  area  during  the  year,  there  being  55  catering  establishments, 
24  grocers  (including  green-grocers),  6 bakehouses,  6 canteens, 

2 fish  frying  premises,  5 butchers  and  10  confectioners’  shops, 
a total  of  108. 

Much  time  was  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  these  premises 
and  it  was  generally  found  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  remained 
quite  good.  One  continued  to  receive  much  co-operation  from 
the  various  tradespeople  and  some  further  improvements  were 
effected  at  several  premises  particularly  with  regards  to  food 
storage.  Extensive  repairs  and  improvements  were  carried  out 
at  two  grocery  warehouses. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Sampling  of  food  for  compositional  quality  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.
